or THE 

GOVERNOR OF THE STATE OF MAINE, 

TO 

BOTH BRANCHES OF THE LEGISLATURE, 
JANUARY 2, IMS. 



Gentlemen of the Senate, 

and of tfre House of Representatives, 

In entering upon the duties of the several stations to which wi 
have been respectively elected, we cannot be unmindful of oui 
dependence upon that source of wisdom to which all men 
more especially those entrusted with the Exercise of importam 
political powers, should look for direction and support. To 
that Being we have abundant reason to be grateful, which the 
transactions of this occasion cannot fail of bringing distinctly to 
our consideration. Our State has been blessed with the enjoy- 
ment of more than common health ; our populous towns have 
been preserved from that distressing sickness with which several 
of the cities of other States have been severely afflicted ; the 
honest industry of the people in their various employments has 
been rewarded with success ; the restrictions upon one of the 
important branches of our commerce have been removed ; our 
fisheries have been unusually prosperous ; our farms have 
produced their common abundance, and our citizens exhibit 
generally the appearance of contentment and prosperity. 

Under such favorable circumstances we assemble as the agents 
of our constituents, selected by their voluntary suffrages to 
perform for their benefit certain duties in a manner pointed out 
by the Constitution. Having performed those duties our agency 
will expire, our power cease, and public opinion will decide 
upon our public conduct. On that opinion depends not merely 
who shall administer government, but the form and even the 
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very existence of government itself. To perpetuate in this free 
country that form of government which our ancestors established 
with great toil and unexampled wisdom, must be the ardent 
wish of every enlightened philanthropist. To secure to the 
people the enjoyment of civil and religious liberty and their 
just rights, a knowledge of those frights, of their value and 
importance to themselves and their posterity, is indispensably 
necessary. Nor should this knowledge be confined to a few ; 
the more universal its diffusion the greater the security. It may 
justly be considered the pride of our State that here no man, 
however poor, is necessarily destitute of that Volume which is 
the best and purest fountain pf moral instruction for himself 
and family ; no youth, however indigent, but is provided with 
a school at the public expense, in which he may obtain such In 
education as will enable him to transact the usual business of 
life, and become acquainted with his rights and duties as a citizen. 
Education being therefore, within the reach of every one and 
provided at the public expense, that public have a claim up- 
on each individual to share its advantages. Parents owe it 
to the community tQ afford the youth under their care every 
possible opportunity for moral and literary improvement, inas- 
much as it will enable them to become more useful and influential 
members of society, as well as give them under Providence 
superior advantages through this life and a great opportunity of 
making themselves acquainted with their prospects in another. 
Magistrates and officers of every grade may do much by pre- 
cept, and their country claims of them much by example, 
towards establishing and confirming correct moral principles 
among the rising generation. And our youth, some of whom 
are hereafter to be the depositories of the power which we now 
exercise, have every inducement to moral rectitude and perse- 
vering industry which can be afforded in a free government, 
established for the benefit of all, whose honors and emoluments 
tan be claimed exclusively by none. The operation of wholesome 
and salutary laws is not more effectual in preserving the public 
peace and affording individual security, than is the influence of 
correct habits formed in early life and strengthened by all the 
partialities resulting from early education. Such habits become 
a law of themselves, ensuring the observance of the rights of 
others, and a performance of every duty arising from a connex- 
ion with civil society. Industrious habits, especially when 
aceompanied by moral principle, rarely fail of securing private 
esteem and are indispenseale in those who prefer claims to the 
public patronage. 
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There should be no sinecures in the government ; no man. 
appointed to or continued in office, upless he will devote to its 
duties his personal attention, and will not only assent in profes- 
sion, but conform in practice, to the principle that the office is 
created for the benefit of the people and not of himself. The 
business of the public, in every station, claims at least as strict 
attention as that of individuals. The emoluments of office are in 
law presumed to be a fair and adequate compensation for such 
attention, and in some situations are known to be liberal. The 
incumbent, therefore, who neglects the duties of his office to 
promote his private interest or to gratify ah indolent, inattentive 
habit, is unworthy of the public confidence and ought not to 
live upon the public bounty. A proper discharge of official 
duty requires industry, punctuality and civil demeanor in all 
official intercourse with the people. These are qualifications 
which every capable and faithful public agent, who consults the 
interest of the government under which he is appointed, will 
consider indispensable. 

Our State affords peculiar facilities to those whose attention 
is directed to either, of the three great branches of industry, 
agriculture, commerce or manufactures. Whatever opinions 
may have heretofore been entertained by a portion of our pop- 
ulation, whose discontent might be attributable to various causes 
in no wise connected with either soil or climate, facts now prove 
most conclusively that those who sought a milder climate have 
not profited by the exchange, and that advantages, superior to 
those realised by the yeomanry of this State, are not to be 
expected. The interests of agriculture, being so intimately and 
inseparably connected with the interests of the State, will at all 
times claim the favorable consideration of the Legislature. It 
is to the substantial formers that we are to look to supply the 
exports for commerce, a great portion of the raw materials for 
the manufacturer, and the means of subsistence for the whole 
community, and it is on the enlightened and patriotic yeomanry 
of our country that we arts to depend for defence in war, and 
stability in peace. Whatever measures may be proposed by the 
Legislature to advance the interest of so useful and respectable a 
branch of industry in our State, will have the most cordial 
concurrence of the Executive. 

An institution has recently been established in Gardiner, upon 
a plan original in its design, but promising much solid public 
utility. The encouragement of those arts, by which the labor 
of man can be aided and rendered more productive, is worthy 
of the patronage of any government. It is more particularly 
so in a country abounding in large tracts of rich, uncultivated 
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soil, on which surplus labor may be advantageously employed. 
As the benefits to be derived from this institution will be realized 
by the agriculturalist and the mechanic, it may properly be 
considered in connexion with these employments as promotive 
of the public interest, and consequently entitled to the public 
patronage. 

The success of manufacturing establishments must eventually 
be as interesting to this as to either of the States in the Union. 
The products of these establishments have already excluded 
from importation a great proportion of foreign cotton and woolen 
goods of the coarser kind. The manufacture of the latter article 
in all its varieties and qualities, would seem to be equally as 
important to this State as to either of its neighbors. Our climate 
requires as great a supply of woolen goods of every description, 
and our farms will yield the raw material in as great perfection 
and with as little expense. By attention to this branch of indus- 
try, the agricultural interest is promoted, and a substantial benefit 
results to the whole State, by retaining within itself the capital 
with which articles of the first necessity have heretofore been 
purchased in Europe, and furnishing to its citizens like articles 
of equal and perhaps superior quality from their own farms and 
workshops at home. Whatever therefore may be done with 
propriety, to encourage the establishment of such factories as 
will afford us those articles of necessity for which we have 
been dependant on a foreign supply, will be in accordance with 
the best interests of the community. 

It is, however, on the general government that we are mainly 
to depend for protection and encouragement to commerce and 
manufactures. The regulation of the former being particularly 
confided to Congress by the national Constitution, cannot be a 
subject of State legislation. Our extensive connexion in navi- 
gation will render every measure of the general government that 
may affect the commercial relations of the country interesting to 
our citizens. Maine has already become the third State in the 
Union in point of tonnage, and the official returns show its amyial 
increase to be far greater than in either of the other States. 
Our industrious ship-builders find constant employment, and 
our forests ensure us an abundant supply of materials for their 
use, as well as an important and staple article of exportation ; 
and our hardy, enterprising fishermen, both bank and coast, 
contribute their full share to the sustenance, the exports and the 
wealth of the country. In all measures therefore, which may 
relate to the interests of commerce and navigation, it is presum- 
ed this State will have its due influence. 

The general laws of the State having within the last two years 
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all passed under the particular inspection of an able and learned 
Board of Jurisprudence, been revised and adapted to our state 
and condition, and reenacted after full consideration by the pre* 
ceding legislatures, it will not probably be deemed necessary at 
the present time to make many material alterations. Great and 
frequent changes in the laws of a community serve rather to em- 
barrass than relieve those on whom such laws are to operate. 
For all known defects the Legislature should indeed provide a 
speedy and an effectual remedy, but the application of such reme- 
dy should never be attempted unless the defect be fully under- 
stood. The people have a right to expect that the laws will be. 
certain, plain and intelligible, as well as equal and just in their 
operation. In such laws, faithfully and uprightly administered, 
all honest citizens most willingly acquiesce. As, under our gov- 
ernment, laws are the rules which individuals by their represen- 
tatives prescribe for the regulation of their own conduct toward 
each other and the community, such rules should be well defin- 
ed, and as far as practicable within the comprehension of every 
citizen. By frequent changes, statutes upon the same subject 
are multiplied, old statutes are partially repealed, doubts arise as 
to the extent or effect of repealing clauses, and the construction . 
of additional acts requires judicial decision by reason of some 
unintentional ambiguity, until this rule, intended as a general 
guide, can be understood by few only, except those whose pro- 
fessional duty it is to expound its obligation. Such was the situ- 
ation of some of our statutes previous to the late revision. 

It is observable that within a few years propositions to amend 
the national constitution have become much more frequent than 
during the first twenty years of its existence. Scarce a session 
passes but the Legislature is requested to give its assent to some 
amendment proposed by a sister State. It is, however, a proof 
of the high estimation in which this entire instrument is held by 
the American people, that within the time above referred to, none 
of these various propositions have been sustained by the requi- 
site majority. That it may be susceptible of improvements will 
not be denied, for it is the work of man, which is never perfect. 
But when we are called upon to consider and pass upon proposed 
alterations, it will not be forgotten that the original was framed 
by the soundest and purest minds of which our country can 
boast ; that it was ratified by State conventions composed of 
delegates of all interests and professions, and that the instrument 
from which we have derived so much benefit, and under which 
we have experienced so few evils, should be viewed with venera- 
tion rather than with jealousy. Indeed there can be no 
ground of jealousy between the national and state gov- 
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ernments. The charters under which they exist have defined 
their powers ; the source from which they emanate is the same ; 
the object of their institution is alike the benefit of the people, 
and should either attempt to overleap its bounds and encroach 
upon the other, the all-powerful correcting hand of the people 
will be effectually applied for its restraint. A discreet adminis- 
tration will, however, at all times approach with caution those 
extreme boundaries of its power, which border upon the constitu- 
tional limits of others. The great unanimity which prevails 
throughout the country in relation to the measures of the Gener- 
al Government, affords the highest evidence of their correctness. 
To the people of this State, it is believed, they are entirely satis- 
factory. 

Under the constitution and existing laws of the United States, 
the organization of the national government is dependent on the 
several State legislatures in the election of Senators, in providing 
for the choice of Representatives, and of electors of President 
and Vice President. As the term for which one of the Senators 
of this State was elected, will expire with the third of March 
next, your attention will be necessarily directed to supplying the 
vacancy. The law prescribing the mode of electing Representa- 
tives in Congress having expired by its own limitation, that 
subject will claim the early attention of the Legislature. The 
right of prescribing the time, place, and manner of holding the 
elections having been entrusted to the Legislatures of the several 
States, no uniform mode has been established. That which is 
most consonant to the principles of our government, most likely 
to ensure the election of suitable candidates, and give to all 
t ^ classes of people their due influence, will be the best mode. In 

the organization of the national government, the people are sup- 

f)osed to be immediately represented in the most numerous 
egislative branch, and the states in their corporate capacities in 
. the other. It is, therefore, desirable that the choice of Represen- 
tatives be made in that manner that will give a fair representation 
of all the various interests of the people, and best enable the 
electors to understand the merits of the candidates, and the 
elected, the sentiments of their constituents. By dividing the 
State into districts, equal in number to the representatives to be 
elected, we secure to each section an influence proportionate to 
its population, and a representation of its particular and promi- 
nent interests, whether agricultural, commercial or manufacturing. 
A choice by general ticket increases the influence of a few, 
but in effect diminishes the power of the people. It enables the 
prevailing interest of a State, at the expense of every other, to 
secure to itself the whole representation, affords a greater oppor- 
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tanity for undue influence in tke selection of candidates, is often 
bnrthensome in the filling of single vacancies, and usually incon- 
venient in its general operation. Having been accustomed in 
this State to elect by districts, the Legislature will undoubtedly 
have regard to the habits, and what may be presumed to be the 
wishes of our constituents. In laying off the districts, it will be 
impossible in all cases to conform to connty lines, as some of the 
counties contain a population greater, and others less than the 
requisite number for a representative ; but it will be practicable 
in most cases, as it is desirable in all, to connect together a pop- 
ulation who have the same interests to be represented, who have 
a general centre of business, or who have become habituated to 
acting together for similar purposes. Districts thus formed, 
comprised of contiguous territory, the exterior limits of which 
being nearly of equal distance from a common centre, and as far 
as possible conforming to county lines, or natural boundaries, 
will be in accordance with the views of the Executive, and 
undoubtedly most consonant to the just wishes of all interested. 
The manner of appointing electors of President and Vice- 
President, has been different in the several States, and in the 
same State at different periods. An uniform and permanent 
mode of effecting these appointments throughout all the States, 
would have a tendency to ensure a fair expression of public 
opinion and an equal influence in the final choice. There have 
been various attempts so to amend the Constitution as to produce 
this uniformity; but a strong and commendable disposition to 
preserve that instrument from any innovation, has rendered every 
such attempt ineffectual. That mode of all others is preferable, 
which brings home this election to the primary assemblies in 
the several towns, in such manner as will enable every voter to 
express his opinion ; and we may hope that there will be no 
disposition to vary from this mode, since experience has de- 
monstrated it to be the most satisfactory. I trust no measure will 
ever be attempted in this State, that would either directly or 
indirectly take from the people the power of participating in, 
and controlling so important an election, by their voluntary 
suffrages. As no choice of electors is to be made the present 
year, our obligations to the national government will only 
require the present Legislature to fill the vacancy of Senator, 
and provide for the election of Representatives; 

The constitution of this State having enjoined it upon the 

Legislature, under certain restrictions, to encourage and suitably 

endow from time to time, as the circumstances of the people may 

authorize, all academies, colleges and seminaries of learning 
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within the State, your attention will probably by some of these 
institutions be called to that subject. 

The Colleges at Brunswick and Waterville, are believed to be 
increasing in reputation and usefulness, under the government of 
able and learned Presidents. The ardent attachment, which has 
recently been evinced for each of these institutions, . by liberal 
-patrons in neighboring States, in assisting and cheering the one 
an its infancy and relieving the <ftber in its calamity, will not 
surely diminish their claims upon <ror protection* Whatever 
assistance may from time to time be necessary to sustain 
-establishments so important to the character and stability of a 
free government, will undoubtedly be afforded, so far as it can 
be done consistently with the circumstances of the people. Those 
who call upon the Legislature for grants, should however 
recollect that we are now defraying the extraordinary expenses 
necessarily incurred in the organization of a new government, 
and that still further appropriations will soon become necessary 
to ensure the due execution of the laws. These are considerations 
which must be kept in view, and will have their weight in the 
-discussion of every subject with which the situation of the 
Treasury is connected. 

Under the resolve of the second of February last, a committee 
bas been appointed to collect information and investigate the 
subject of the punishment of convicts and the establishment of a 
State Prison. The instructions contained in said resolve are so 
-explicit and point so particularly to every important object of 
inquiry, that it has not been deemed necessary by the Executive 
to make any additions. But as the subject is probably of as great 
importance as any that will be presented for consideration tbe 
present session, I have deemed it proper to recommend it to your 
special attention. That some further provision has become 
necessary for the punishment of convicts is obvious. While 
connected with tbe parent State, punishment for the more flagrant 
offences was inflicted by confinement to bard labor in the State 
Prison, and the county gaols were required only for those who 
were committed for trial, or sentenced to imprisonment for 
Shorter periods, and for minor offences. In erecting tbe prisons 
in the several counties, tbe same attention to strength and security, 
to arrangements for labor by yards and work shops, and to 
solitary confinement by suitable cells, was not deemed necessary, 
that would have been had there been no general prison for the 
State. Consequently we now find in moat of tbe counties the 
prisons altogether insufficient even for a proper distribution of 
the prisoners without any regard to hard labor or solitary 
confinement. Some change is therefore unavoidable to give due 
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etfect to existing laws. Either the county prisons must be 
enlarged or a State Prison erected* The question necessarily 
points to the inquiry which will be least expensive, and most 
likely permanently to answer the great objects for which 
imprisonment becomes necessary. The expense incident to the 
prosecution and punishment of criminals, forms a great item in 
the disbursements of the Treasury, and it is believed, under a 
judicious system may be considerally reduced. There remain 
in the State Prison of Massachusetts, twelve convicts who were 
tried and sentenced in Maine before its separation, and for whose 
support this State would be now chargeable had its government 
been organized previous to their conviction. From the prison 
calendars there appear to be seventy-six persons charged 
criminally, now confined within the several prisons in this State, 
of whom all but eleven were committed within the past year* 
More than fifty of this number being sentenced to solitary 
confinement and hard labor, would probably have been ordered 
to a State Prison if one had been provided. These prisoners 
are now supported in the several counties without labor, at an 
average annual expense of one hundred aud four dollars each, 
exclusive, of clothing. From evidence derived from many of the 
other States, there is reason to believe the charge for their 
subsistence in a State prison well arranged and properly managed, 
would be much less. In the. adjoining State the whole expense, 
including clothing, superintendants, guards and every othes 
charge, averages to between fifty and sixty dollars only for each 
convict, annually, and this the prisoner folly pays by bis own 
labor. By a statement which has been obligingly furnished; 
sbowing the situation of the peniteutiary in that State, and which 
will be laid before you, it appears that the annual receipts arising 
from the sale of articles manufactured therein exceed the whole 

nnual expenditure. There is reason then for hoping that from . 
a like establishment in this State, similar results might be realiz- 
ed. A. better opportunity would likewise be afforded of varying 
the grades of punishment so as more fully to meet the different 
degrees- of guilt, and of adapting imprisonment in the several 
county gaols, by a proper classification, to the character and 
circumstances of the prisoners remaining therein. The contam- 
inating influence of corrupt society is such as to render it man- 
ifestly improper to confine the suspected held for trial only, in 
the same apartment with the convict* If uncorrupted, be ought 
not by compulsion to become an inmate with the hardened 
felon, whose influence under such circumstances would be 
demoralizing to the. purest mind. If he be an initiate in vice* 
the instructions- of an. abandoned companion prepare for still 
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greater crime. Yet this cannot be avoided in county gaols 
with few apartments, all crowded and without the necessary 
means of classification. Our Constitution guarantees to the 
accused a " speedy, public and impartial trial," but in conse- 
quence of the present state of our prisons and the arrangement 
of the Courts in some of the counties, the accused previous to 
\ trial, if unable to furnish bail, may for more than eleven months 

: be subjected to the highest punishment, not capital, 

' now inflicted upon the most abandoned offender, and moreover 

. after having suffered this punishment, more severe perhaps, than 

1 the law denounces against the offence with which he is charged, 

1 may be proved and adjudged to be innocent. The possibility 

i of such an occurrence calls for legislative attention. It is neces- 

Isary for the security of society that the guilty be visited with 
that punishment, however severe, which will be effectual to deter, 
. « correct and reform ; but it is a violation of natural right for 

I punishment to precede trial. The accused must unavoidably 

submit to such restraint as will ensure .his answering the accusa- 

, tion and abiding the issue, but this restraint should never, either 

in discipline or diet, unnecessarily partake of the nature of pun- 
ishment, and its continuance ought to be limited, or its 
character changed by a " speedy trial." To provide for the 
punishment of offences is the most unpleasant duty which 
, the humane legislator is required to perform, but from which be 

cannot shrink unless regardless of the obligations he owes to 
those for whom he legislates. If we have laws, there will be 
violations ; if there be crimes, there must be punishments. 
The honest and industrious portion of society have a claim for 
protection against the depredations of the lawless. This was the 
great object for which government was instituted ; for this it is 
supported ; for this taxes are levied, and to this the Constitution 
directs our first attention. The maxim that mercy to the crimi- 
nal is cruelty to the State, has been said by some never to have 
been more fully illustrated than in this country within a few of 
the past years. Although this assertion is unquestionably too 
strong, yet it is beyond a doubt that imprisonment in some of 
the State penitentiaries has become altogether ineffectual, either 
for the purposes of prevention or reform. And what better effect 
could have been expected from the crowded state of the prisons, 
from an indiscriminate intercourse among all classes of offenders, 
constituting a society, suited to their' dispositions ; supplied by 
the government wkb better food and more comfortable clothing 
than they had ever provided for themselves, and living in every 
respect better, and performing less labor than a great proportion 
of the virtuous and industrious poor. And that this has been

the case in some of the States we bave abundant evidence from 
the highest authority. What salutary effect could be expected 
from such punishment, either in producing a reformation of 
character, or deterring from the commission of crime. Sanguin- 
ary laws and punishments are altogether inconsistent with our 
principles of government, and expressly prohibited in our decla- 
ration of rights. Indeed there is little reason for believing that 
severe laws would have any tendency to diminish crime. In the 
country whose criminal code numbers upwards of two hundred 
capital offences,violations and convictions am no less numerous in 
proportion to population than in others wherecapital punishment 
is rarely inflicted; The revival of corporal punishment for 
offences not capital, will not probably be again generally resort- 
ed to in this country. Rather should we hope that the necessity 
for capital punishment may be diminished, if not wholly obviated 
by some other equally promotive of the public safety. It is not 
more the doty of the Legislature to enact laws for the security 
of society, than to provide the necessary means of enforcing 
those laws. Their violation must be followed by certain pun- 
ishment, graduated by the character of the offence without 
unnecessary severity to the offenders. Experience has shown 
that punishment to be the most effectual in arresting the moral 
disease and producing reformation, which separates the convict 
from all intercourse with others, deprives him of every object 
which attracts the attention, and leaves him uninterruptedly to 
the reflection of bis conduct and the accusations of his conscience. 
Thus secluded, with the sacred volume for bis companion, if the 
Criminal be not reformed he wiH at least be convinced that " the 
way of the transgressor is hard." The situation of this State 
requires that such conviction be brought home to offenders. 
From our contiguity to foreign provinces, our extensive coasts 
and numerous ports, we may expect that no inconsiderable 
number of those who have felt or escaped punishment in other 
countries, will be directing their course hither. There is reason 
to believe that few people in {he ordinary pursuits of life make 
more exact calculations of the consequences than those who prey 
upon the honest industry of society, and who have justly been 
denominated the community of felons. The certainty of suc- 
cess, the danger of detection, the severity of punishment, and 
the probability of escape, are considerations by which old 
offenders are not unfrequently influenced in selecting the place 
of their depredations. It must be desirable, therefore, that the 
reputation of our criminal code, and the character pf our prit* 
ons, ^nd ther discipline, should be such as not to invite emigrants 
from so dangerous a community. The costs for the prosecution 
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of criminals have become so great as to require some more" 
effectual measures to secure the Treasury against unnecessary 
aud improper charges. The Legislature will decide in what 
manner this can be accomplished, so as to relieve the people 
from a portion of these expenses already burdensome, and annu* 

l ally increasing. 

The law of the 4th of February last, establishing a Court of 

I Common Pleas, having been carried into effect iu the early part 

*f the season, the public are enabled to judge of the utility of 

I the system by its practical operation. With the manner in 

which the business of this Court has been transacted in the 

1 several Counties, the members of the Legislature have had the 

best opportunity of becoming acquainted. By receipts at die 

., Treasury it is rendered certain that the expense of this will be 

considerably less than that of the preceding system. The 
amount accruing to the Treasury, the current year for entry 
and other fees taxed for the Court, after discharging the salaries 
of the Judges will probably not vary materially from fifteen 
hundred dollars ; but as the returns from some of the Counties 
have not yet been completed the precise sum cannot now be as* 
tained. 

On assuming the command of the Militia, my attention was- 
directed to the thirteenth section of the Militia Law, requiring. 

* the Commander in Chief, under certain restrictions, to prescribe 

the uniform and equipments; which had been in no part executed. 
A general order was issued, prescribing an uniform dress for all 
Officers of Infantry, which has bsen carried into effect in the 
several Divisions in the State. In consequence of the particu- 
larity of said section in describing some part of the uniform, it 
became difficult to adapt it, by proper variations, to the several 
grades. The difficulty was not probably foreseen when the 
section was drafted, and may be easily remedied, should it be 
deemed important 

Under the resolve of the last Legislature, making an appro- . 
priation for the purchase of State Colours and Musical Instru- 
ments, those articles have been procured on terms highly 
advantageous to the State. Each Regiment of Infantry has been 
supplied with two Stands of Colours from an Engraved plate, 
which are judged to be equal, if not superior, in either appear- 
ance or durability, to those which have heretofore been furnished 
at a much greater expense. The plate having been engraved 
and purchased for the State, the cost of these articles, in future 
will be comparatively trifling. Each Battalion of Cavalry and 
Artillery has likewise been furnished with Colours, and Musical 
instruments have been purchased and distributed through the 
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Several Divisions for such Companies, of every description, at 
were destitute. The accounts of the Expenditures, under this 
appropriation, will be laid before yon by the acting Quarter* 
Master General. 

By a due attention to the subject, much has been done for the 
Militia of this State during the two years in which our Govern- 
ment has been in operation. In return, the Militia have, also^ 
done much to merit favorable consideration. The Reviewing 
Officers give the most flattering accounts of the improvement* 
which have been mad6 and are. now making both in appearance 
and discipline, in every Division, and from the returns as well as 
from the general character of our population, there is reason to 
believe that the Militia of this State is as well equipped, and 
would be as hardy and effective, in actual service, as that of any 
portion of our country. The annual returns, which will be laid 
before you, show our force to be upwards of thirty-seven thoa>» 
rand able-bodied men, generally supplied with arms and 
equipments, in good order, for immediate use. The "Rules 
Mid Regulations for the Field Exercise and Manoeuvres of 
Infantry,' 9 compiled by a Board of Officers, of which Majoi- 
General Scott was President, being under the Laws of the United 
States, the System of Discipline for the Militia in the several 
States, k i* desirable that the same be generally promulgated 
and introduced. The Legislature will perceive the impractica- 
bility of carrying the system into effect and conforming to the 
Discipline therein prescribed, nnless some means are taken to 
place it in the possession of the Officers. It is, also, equally 
desirable that the Officers of Cavalry and Artillery should be 
enabled to avail themselves of a more perfect knowledge of the 
best systems of discipline for their respective corps. The 
frequency of Courts Martial, and the expense incident to Military 
Investigations, render it desirable that the causes from which 
they originate, should be obviated, so far as may be within the 
power of legislation. £. great proportion of the complaints 
arise from a misunderstanding of rights and duties, which depend 
more upon usage than positive law. These usages, by different 
officers, may be understood differently, and so long as there is 
no written authority to which they can appeal, and to which all 
opinions must yield, collisions, will frequently occur. In most 
cases, it is believed, there would be less difficulty, certainly less 
expense, in preventing such collisions by legislation, than k? 
settling them by Courts Martial. 

I lay before you a copy of an agreement entered into between 
the Commissioners of this and the parent State under the law, re- 
lating to the separation of Maine from Massachusetts, by which 
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* foil and final settlement and adjustment is concluded, and divi- 
sion made, of all the personal property, to a portion of which 
this State is entitled, under and by virtue of the fourth article 
of the first section of said law, and also for all liabilities for 
which it is thereby made chargeable. 

Under this agreement and in fulfilment thereof, I have received 

from the Treasury of Massachusetts, the sum of fifteen thousand 

• eight hundred and eighty-eight dollars and fifty cents. This 

l sum after deducting the expense of the Agent appointed to re* 

' ceive it, and give discbarges therefor, and also the sum of one 

|l hundred and fifty dollars, necessarily expended in securing the 

Military Stores, has been deposited in the Treasury of this 
State. The sum so deposited, and for which the Treasurer is 
chargeable, is fifteen thousand seven hundred and seventeen dol- 
lars and fifty cents. In addition to the sum abovementioned, 
the Commissioners have assigned to this State all sums of money, 
1 dues, claims, and demands, belonging to the Commonwealth, 

from sundry officers of the several counties included within this 

* State, or from persons who have heretofore held said offices, 
with the right of using the name and authority of the said Com- 
monwealth and its proper officers in collecting the same. Jt 

* has been represented that in some of the Counties these arrear- 
ages are of such magnitude as to render an investigation 
necessary. The facts cannot be ascertained by any means, 
immediately within the power of the Executive! and the subject 
is submitted for your consideration. 

The adjustment of the personal concerns of the two States, 
considering their variety and intricacy, was a business which we 
could not expect to have effected without much difficulty. The 
unanimity of the Commissioners, and the general approbation of 
their doings, seem to ensure a continuance of that cordiality and 
amicable feeling towards each other, which have been conspicu- 
ous in both States since our political connexion was dissolved. 
The prompt and accommodating manner in which this final agree- 
ment relative to the personal property, has been carried into ef- . 

' feet on the part of Massachusetts, affords additional proof of its 

friendly disposition. The division of the ordnance, arms and 
military stores, and the progress which has been made by the 
Commissioners, in dividing the public lands, will be the subjects / 
of a special commnnication. I lay before you a statement of all' 

» the warrants drawn by me, with the advice of Council, for the 

payment of money the at Treasury the past year ; exhibiting par- 
ticularly in whose favor each was drawn, and the law by which 
it was authorized. From this statement you will readily ascertain 
the whole expenditures of the government, and by a recurrence 
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" to the several items, will be enabled to decide if there can be 
an; retrenchment. Six thousand eight hundred dollars of the 
principal of the public debt has been discharged within the last 
year ; and the residue, which was bearing an interest at six per 
cent* has, under the resolve of February last, been liquidated 
by a loan at five. The report of the Treasurer will exhibit 
the financial situation of the State. Although its appearance is 
as favorable as could be reasonably expected, considering the 
expenditures that were required in framing the Constitution and 
organising the Government, yet the necessity of economy, and 
accountability in all who have connexion with the public monies 
will undoubtedly ensure a suitable degree of watchfulness on 
the part of the Legislature. Our constituents are willing to 
defray the expenses necessary for the proper support of govern- 
ment, but not a dollar for extravagance. 

Whatever assistance may be in my power to expedite the 
public business and render the session useful to the State, will be 
readily afforded, and I trust we shall all co-operate to adopt such 
measures as will best contribute to that object, and promote the 
harmony and happiness of the whole community. 

May this State long continue to enjoy the smiles of a kind and 
bountiful Providence ; and long may the foundation of its gov- 
ernment be the will of a people professing reverence for religion, 
respect for virtue, an attachment to wholesome and equal laws, 
and a due regard to those institutions on which the happiness 
and moral improvement of society essentially depend.

Resolved, That Samuel Trask and Joshua Richardson, 
Esquires, of Portland, in the County of Cumberland, be a 
Committee to inquire into, and investigate the doings and situa- 
tion of the Bangor Bank, incorporated February twenty-sixth, 
one thousand eight hundred and fourteen. And said Committee 
are hereby vested with power to examine the books, papers and 
vaults of said Bank, and to send for all persons, books and pa- 
pers necessary to a full and complete exhibit of the transactions 
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and condition of said corporation. And said Committee are to 
make their report to this Legislature as soon as may be, and to 
exhibit fully the transactions and condition of said corporation.

CHAPTER III. 

Resolve authorizing Barrett Potter to sefl and convey lands of Elizabeth 
W. Chase, a minor. 

On the petition of Barrett Potter, praying that be may be au- 
thorized to sell and make a deed of certain real estate belonging to 
Elizabeth W. Chase ; Resolved, For reasons set forth in said peti- 
tion, that the said Barrett Potter, be, and is hereby authorized and 
empowered, to sell for the sum of five hundred dollars, the hun- 
dred acre lot of land numbered thirty-seven, lying in the town of 
Minot, County of Cumberland, and State of Maine : And also to 
sell for the further sum of one thousand dollars, the easterly half 
of the hundred acie lot of land lying in said Minot, numbered 
ninety-two, together with one undivided half-part of a saw mill, 
mill yard and mill privilege on said lot : which, with lot numbered 
thirty-seven aforesaid, are both the same premises formerly mort- 
gaged by one Nathaniel Ingersoll to George Chase, deceased, 
and now the property of the said Elizabeth Winslow Chase ' 
And the said Potter, in his said capacity, as Guardian to the said 
Elizabeth, is hereby fully empowered to make, execute and ac- 
knowledge proper and sufficient deeds to convey all the estate 
and interest which the said Elizabeth W. Chase, has in and to 
the several lots and premises herein before described : Provided^ 
the said Potter shall give bond with sufficient surety or sureties, 
to the Judge of Probate for the County of York, that he will 
place the money which he shall receive on sale of said estate, at in- 
terest, and account for the securities or money received thereon, at 
the final settlement of his guardianship account.

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CHAPTER IV. 

Resolve in favor of Natbaoiel Tilton. 

Resolved, That the sum of one hundred and twenty dollars, 
be paid to Nathaniel Tilton, as a compensation for the wounds 
inflicted upon him, while in the faithful execution of a warrant 
against one John M. Harmon, for the crime of forgery. And 
the Governor, with advice of Council, is hereby authorized to 
draw his warrant on the Treasury for the said sum.

MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives^ 

I lay before the two branches of the Legislature a copy of an 
unanimous act of the board of Commissioners, appointed under 
the law separating Maine from Massachusetts, by which a divi- 
sion is made of all the ordnance, arms, and military stores be- 
longing to the two States. 

Soon after this division was effected, I received from the Exec- 
utive of Massachusetts a copy of a resolve, passed by the Legis- 
lature of that State, directing aud requiring the Adjutant General 
thereof to deliver over to such person as might be duly authoriz- 
ed by this State to receive the same, the property to which it was 
entitled by said assignment. These documents, together with the 
Resolve of the Legislature of this State of the eighth of February 
last, " respecting the military stores of the State, 9 ' were submitted 
to die consideration of the Council, who advised that the Adju- 
tant General of Maine be appointed and authorized to receive 
from the Adjutant General of Massachusetts, the property men- 
tioned in said assignment. 

As no buildings had been provided by the Legislature for its 
safe keeping and preservation, and no appropriation made to 
defray the expenses incident to its removal, I was desirous that 
the ordnance, with its appendages, amounting to upwards of 
two hundred tons, should remain where it was then deposited, 
until after the present session. It was, however, on application, 
ascertained that the continuance of these articles in the arsenals 
of Massachusetts, would be so inconvenient as to render their 
removal unavoidable. Conformably therefore to the advice of 
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Council, the Adjutant General was directed to repair to Boston, 
and having received the said property, to superintend its trans- 
portation to this place, taking care " that every service be done 
at the lowest expense, to have full and satisfactory vouchers for 
every payment, and in no case to suffer any useless service to be 
performed, or unnecessary expense to be paid. 9 ' The Council 
further advised to a sale of such part of the powder as would not 
be necessary for the use of the State ; which was accordingly 
effected, leaving in the arsenal here a quantity, exclusive of fix- 
ed ammunition, estimated to be sufficient for three years expen- 
diture. With the proceeds of the sale all the charges of remov- 
ing the property to this place have been defrayed. The expenses 
of landing and securing it, after its arrival here, have been 
partially paid out of the contingent fund, with a small addition 
out of the money received from the parent State ; but the ac- 
counts remain unsettled and will be submitted for your consid- 
eration. 

Previous to the removal of the property, application had been 
made to the Secretary of War for permission to use two brick 
buildings in this town, belonging to the United States, which 
had for a long time remained unoccupied. The permission was 
granted upon condition that the buildings be retained by the 
State only during the time they may not be required by the 
United States, and that they be kept in good repair while they 
remain in possession of the State. It became necessary to repair 
these buildings in such a manner as to render one safe, a* a 
magazine for powder only, and the other for fixed ammunition. 
It was also deemed necessary both for the security of the build- 
ings and the preservation of the heavy ordnance placed near 
them, to enclose the whole with a substantial empaling. The 
accounts for these services will also be laid before you. The 
6hot and shells, amounting to upwards of one hundred, tons are 
deposited in a gun-house, belonging to the State, erected many 
years since, for the use of one of the Companies of Artillery in 
this town, which has lately been disbanded. This building is 
situated on land belonging to the town, and the municipal aur 
thority have recently suggested a wish for its removal. The 
subject will require a legislative provision. 

The small arms, including obr proportion of those already 
received from the United States, amount to nearly four thousand 
stands, which, with the accompanying equipments and camp 
equipage, have been deposited in a secure brick building in this 
town rented for that purpose ; and the residue of the property, 
such as small ordnance and gun carriages have been secured 
fci a building rented on account of the State in Westbrook. The , 
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whole has been critically examined since its arrival here, and 
every part put into the best possible state of preservation — and 
it is presumed no one will doubt the expediency of keeping it in 
that repair, after having viewed it and become acquainted with 
its value and importance to the State. Such articles of ord- 
nance and military stores, belonging to the two States as had 
been during the late war deposited in different places within this 
State, on the sea coast, and not subsequently withdrawn there- 
1 from, were assigned to Maine and included in the final discharge 
executed by the Adjutant General. They are however, com- 
paratively of inconsiderable magnitude, and it is apprehended 
not in the best state of preservation. 

Whether it will be best to erect a cheap building to contain 
all the military property, except the powder and fixed ammuni- 
tion, or to continue the whole where it is at present deposited, if 
the buildings can be rented, is a question submitted entirely to 
the judgment of the Legislature. 

In the year eighteen hundred and eight, Congress passed a 
law appropriating two hundred thousand dollars annually " for 
the purpose of providing arms and military equipments for the 
whole body of the Militia of the United States. 9 ' Owing to cir- 
cumstances not within the control of the War Department, no 
distribution of the arms procured under this appropriation has 
been made for the last six years. In reply to a letter addressed 
to the Secretary upon this subject, I am assured that it is proba- 
ble an apportionment will be made within a few months. ' Our 
proportion of the arms, now to be distributed, will be about two 
thousand five hundred stands, which we may calculate upon re- 
ceiving the present year.

Resolved, That the Governor, or such Agent as he may ap- 
point, be, and he is hereby authorized and empowered, to make 
and execute good and sufficient deeds, in behalf of this State, of 
such lands belonging thereto, as have been contracted for with said 
Commissioners, and the conditions of the contract shall have been 
performed on the part of such contractors : And in case any 
person or persons having contracted in manner aforesaid, have 
not yet complied with the terms and conditions thereof, the 
Governor, or Agent aforesaid, may, notwithstanding such de- 
linquency, make and execute deeds in manner aforesaid, provid- 
ed such persons, having contracted a9 aforesaid, shall at any 
time within two years from the passing of this Resolve, comply 
with the terms and conditions of their several contracts.

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

Resolve providing for the procurement of certain documents. 

Resolvea\ That James L. Child, Esquire, the present Secreta- 
ry of the Board of Commissioners under the Act relating to the 
Separation of the District of Maine from Massachusetts, be au- 
thorized and directed to make a copy of all such field books, 
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minutes of surreys, and other documents in tbe public offices in 
Massachusetts and elsewhere, as the Commissioners under said 
act, appointed on tbe part of Maine, may deem important to il- 
lustrate tbe situation, extent, description, and value of tbe lands 
divided and apt off to this State; and that he deposit the same in 
the office of the Secretary of this State ; and that he receive for 
such services, the same compensation he is now allowed as Sec- 
retary of said Board. And the Governor, with tbe advice of Coun- 
cil, on receiving his account allowed and certified by said Com- 
missioners, on tbe part of Maine, is authorized and empowered 
to draw a warrant in his favor on the Treasurer for the same.

On the petition of John Perham, of Jefferson, in the county 
of Lincoln, praying that George Reed, of Nobleborougb, in 
said county, administrator on tbe estate of Richard Powers, de- 
ceased, may be authorized to release to said Perham, certain 
real estate by him formerly conveyed to said Powers : 

Resolved, For reasons set forth in tbe petition aforesaid, that 
said George Reed, administrator on the estate of said Richard 
Powers, be, and he is hereby authorized and empowered, by deed 
under his hand and seal, to release and convey to said John Per- 
ham, all the right, title and interest, which the said Powers had 
in the following described real estate, to wit : bounded, beginning 
at a pine tree, by the highway leading to the town of Palermo ; 
thence running southwest by John Whitehouse's land, seventy- 
three poles to land belonging to James Kavanaugh ; thence by 
said Kavanaugh's land, and land belonging to Daniel Noyes, 
northwest one hundred forty-two rods to a stake and stones ; 
thence running northeast seventy-three rods to David Murphy's 
line to the said highway ; thence down said highway southeast 
one hundred forty-two rods to the first mentioned bounds, con- 
taining seventy acres of land more or less. Provided, it shall 
appear to the satisfaction of the said administrator, that the mo- 
ney or debts for which tbe said land was originally conveyed as 
security for the payment thereof, have been paid and satisfied : 
And the deed or release, made pursuant to this Resolve, shall be 
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good and effectual in law to vest in the said Perham all the 
right, title and interest which the said Powers had in and to 
said estate.

Resolved, That the Selectmen of the several towns, and the 
Assessors of plantations in this State, be required to ascertain 
the number of Deaf and Dumb persons within their respective 
towns and plantations, and report the same to the Secretary of 
State, on or before the second Wednesday of the first session of 
the next Legislature; specifying the age and sex of such per- 
sons, their situation, and that of their near relatives, in point of 
property. And the Secretary of State is hereby directed to 
cause to be printed a sufficient number of this Resolve, and to 
transmit the same, as soon as may be, to the Selectmen of the 
several towns, and the Assessors of plantations in this State, and 
to make report to the next Legislature, of all returns he may re- 
ceive in pursuance of this Resolve.

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MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR 

To the Senate and House of Representatives, 

I lay before you a copy of the report of the Commissioners of 
Massachusetts and this State, showing their progress in dividing 
the public lands, together with copies of the documents and plan 
therein referred to. 

As a portion of these lands are now held in severalty by this 
State, the Legislature will perhaps deem it advisable to adopt 
some plan for their management and sale, as well as for the 
better preservation of the timber. Many of the reserved lots, 
which have fallen to the share of this State, being in towns 
already settled with an enterprising population, may probably 
be sold to actnal settlers, at an advantageous rate. Indeed it is 
desirable that all our public lands should be disposed of, to those 
who will settle on and improve them, rather than to the speculator. 
There are no docntnents in the possession of this State, by 
which the value and situation of these reserved lots can be as- 
certained, or by which it can be determined whether, as is 
required by the several grants, they bear an equal proportion in 
quality to the residue of the tract granted. 

There have likewise been assigned to this State sundry agree* 
ments for the sale of lands, and the monies now due, or which 
may hereafter become due thereon. Whenever the several pay- 
ments thereby secured shall have been completed, the purchasers 
will be entitled to deeds, according to the terms of their respec- 
tive contracts. It will therefore be necessary to make the 
requisite provision for the execution of such deeds, so far a6 it 
is to be done on the part of this State. 

The Commissioners have also set off so much of the land fall- 
ing to the share of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, upon 
the division of the public lands already made, as in their esti- 
mation is of the value of thirty thousand dollars, to the end that 
the said Commonwealth may be enabled to assign the same to 
this State, or in lieu thereof, pay the said sum at its election, as 
an indemnification to Maine, for having assumed to perform all 
the duties and obligations of the Commonwealth towards the 
Indians. I also lay before you a copy of this act of the Com- 
missioners, from which you will perceive the rate at which the 
estimate was made. As the Commonwealth has the right to 
make the election at any time wkhin one year, there is probably 
no reason to expect any further information upon this, subject, 
during the present session. 
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It is understood that the Commissioners do not contemplate 
making any very considerable surveys or division of the public 
lands, the ensuing season, and it is presumed, therefore, that the 
necessary expenses in this business the present, will be much less 
than the last, year. Until the north-eastern boundary of this 
State shall be settled, there can be no final division of these 
lands, and until then, it is believed, there will be no urgent 
necessity for any considerable expenditures, under this commis- 
sion. 

Although no progress has been made in the adjustment of that 
boundary the past year, there is reason to believe, that every 
thing within the power of our government, has been and will be 
done, to bring the subject to a speedy and an equitable settle- 
ment. The Commissioners having suggested the expediency of 
selling the public land and buildings in the town of Portland, 
upon such terms, and in such manner, as will best secure the 
value thereof to the two States, the attention of the Legislature 
is called to that part of their communication, which relates to 
this subject. The buildings are in a decaying situation, and un- 
less sold will require immediate repairs.

CHAPTER XXXVIIL 

Resolve authorizing the sale of State Lands, and for other purposes. 

Resolved^ That the Governor, with the advice of Council, be, 
and he hereby is authorized and empowered to appoint such 
Agent or Agents as to him may seem expedient, from time to 
time, for the preservation, and to prevent the destruction of 
timber and grass standing or growing on the Public Lands; and 
such Agent or Agents shall give bond to the Treasurer of the 
State, to the satisfaction of the Governor and Council, for the 
faithful discharge of their duty ; and shall annually exhibit to 
the Legislature a statement of their proceedings, and a fair 
account of receipts and expenditures. 

Be it farther Resolved, That the lands and tenements owned 
by this State in common with Massachusetts, situated in the town 
of Portland, shall and may be sold, under the direction of the 
Governor, or such Agent as he may appoint, as soon as may be, 
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either in conjunction with the State of Massachusetts, or such 
Agent as may be appointed by that State for the like purpose ; 
or in such other manner as to the Governor may seem most for 
the interest of this State. 

Be it further Resolved, That the lands set off by the Commis- 
sioners under the Act of Separation, to be held by this State in 
severalty, shall and may be sold in lots, not exceeding five 
hundred acres each, and to actual settlers only ; in such manner 
and under such restrictions, as the Governor may from time to 
time direct. And the Governor is hereby authorized and 
empowered to make and execute good and sufficient deeds to 
purchasers, in either of the above cases, whenever such purchasers 
shall have complied with the conditions of sale : And the Resolve 
passed February the sixth, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-two, be and the same is hereby 
repealed, and no former Resolve shall be deemed revived by this 
repeal.

CHAPTER XXXIX. 

ResoWe in favor of the Passamaquodd y Indians. 

Resolved, That the Governor be, and he is hereby authorized 
to cause to be expended such sum of money, as he may think 
proper, not exceeding fifty dollars annually, for the relief of the 
sick and indigent of the Passamaquoddy tribe of Indians, for 
the term of three years : And also such further sum, as he may 
think proper, not exceeding one hundred and fifty dollars, for 
the improvement and instruction of said Indians in the English 
language, and for their encouragement and assistance in Agricul- 
ture : And the Governor, with the advice of Council, is hereby 
anthorized to dfaw his warrant on the Treasurer for said sums, 
or such parts thereof, as he may from time to time think proper*

CHAPTER XL. 

Resolve authorizing the sale of a Gun House belonging to the State. 

Resolved, That the Governor be, and he hereby is authorised

Therefore Resolved, That the Governor be, and he hereby is 
authorized and empowered to appoint two discreet persons in 
each county in this State, whose duty it shall be, and they are 
hereby authorized to collect and adjust all the claims aforesaid 
in their respective counties, and upon receipt of the amount due 
from any of the officers aforesaid, to give discharges therefor ; 
and it shall also be the duty of the persons thus to be appointed, 
to render to the Governor and Council a just and accurate ac- 
count of all sums by. them received, and pay the same into the 
Treasury of the State, on or before the first day of October 
next; and if said persons, so appointed, shall not then have 
collected all sums, due as aforesaid, they shall also render to 
the Governor and Council an account of the sums uncollected* 
and the names of the persons delinquent

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AGREEMENT 

Of the Commissioners of Massachusetts and Maine, 
adjusting the perianal concerns between the two States. 

We, the undersigned, Levi Lincoln, James Bridge, George 
Bliss, Benjamin J. Porter, Lotbrop Lewis and Silas Holman, 
appointed Commissioners under and by virtue of the law of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, entitled " An Act relating to 
the separation of the District of Maine from Massachusetts 
proper, and forming the same into a separate and independent 
State ;" having endeavored faithfully and assiduously at differ- 
ent times, from the first meeting of said Commissioners, on the 
thirtieth day of October, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and twenty, unto the sixth day of March last, to 
agree upon the description and amount of all such debts, annui- 
ties, indian subsidies or claims which remain due or unsatisfied, 
and upon the description, amount and assignment of a just por- 
tion of the productive property held by said Commonwealth as 
an equivalent and indemnification therefor : And having made a 
division of the Military Stores and Ordnance belonging to said 
Commonwealth on the fifth day of March last : Being unable to 
agree upon and complete an assignment and division of the resi- 
due of said personal property, we adjourned on said sixth day of 
March last, to meet at Portland on the sixteenth day of May 
instant, at which time and place we resumed the subject and 
made further examinations, and in the spirit and with a view to 
compromise mutually made further concessions. Notwithstand- 
ing the difficulty of ascertaining the value and amount of said 
personal property and the extent of the liabilities of said Com- 
monwealth, we have unanimously agreed upon a settlement, 
assignment, and division thereof, and have assigned the sum of 
thirty-seven thousand, four hundred and seventy-one dollars and 
three cents, estimated by us as a just portion of the productive 
property to be held by the said Commonwealth, as an equivalent 
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and indemnification to said Commonwealth for all debts, annui- 
ties, and indian subsidies or claims due from said Commonwealth, 
which now remain due, or unsatisfied ; except the subsidy or 
annuity which may be due to the Penobscot tribe of Indians 
after this present year. All the surplus of the said property, so 
holden as aforesaid, amounting to the sum of seventy-one 
thousand nine hundred and ninety-seven dollars and sixteen 
and an a half cents, exclusive of the avails of the Province 
bouse, and of the ordnance, arms and military stores, we have 
divided, and do hereby divide, between the said Common- 
wealth and the said State, in the proportion of two thirds 
to the said Commonwealth, and one third to the said State in 
manner followiug, to wit ; to the State of Maiue the sum of 
Fifteen thousand eight hundred eighty-eight dollars and fifty 
cents to be paid in cash out of the Treasury of said Common- 
wealth, and also the one third part in value of all notes, bonds, 
and securities contained in certain schedules, marked B and C 9 
from the Treasurer of said Commonwealth, made on the sixteenth 
day of March, 1820, the same to be taken as they stood on the 
thirteenth day of May instant, and also the one third part in 
value of all notes, bonds, contracts aud securities remaining in 
the land office of said Commonwealth, as they existed on the 
same day, to be divided by us, as soon as may be ; and also we 
have divided and assigned to the said State of Maine, all sums of 
money, dues, claims, and demands belonging to said Common* 
wealth from the Treasurers of the several Counties, now within 
the State of Maine, Justices of the Peace, Clerks of the several 
Courts and Couuty Attornies for the several Counties now in 
said State, and also from any person or persons who have holden 
said offices — and also all monies, dues and demands from any 
person or persons now or heretofore Sheriffs or Gaolers of any 
County oi said State, for fines, forfeitures, and bills of costs in 
criminal prosecutions; together with the ordnance, arms and 
military stores which we have assigned and set out to said State, 
according to a schedule signed by Benjamin J. Porter and Silas 
Holman, bearing date the seventeenth day of May instant, and 
ratified by us the same day, which accompanies this agreement ; 
all which, with the sum of Fifteen thousand seven hundred 
and forty- two dollars and twelve cents, advanced to said State, 
by said Commonwealth, and that portion of the tax due from 
the several Banks in said State on the first day of April, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty, which 
accrued before the sixteenth day of March, in said last mention- 
ed year, heretofore paid into the Treasury of said State, is the 
full third part and share, as well of the personal property i 
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tioned in said fourth article of said section, as also the avails of 
the Province house of said Commonwealth, and in full satisfac- 
tion of all claims and demands on account of the personal 
property of said Commonwealth, mentioned in said fourth article 
of said section ; and also of the moiety of seven hundred and nine 
dollars and seventy-four cents, paid by said State in and about 
the public lands within said State. And the whole of the residue 
of said personal property of said Commonwealth, mentioned in 
said fourth article of said section, of every description and 
nature whatever, we have divided and do hereby divide to the 
said Commonwealth, as the just and full two third parts of said 
property. And it is hereby agreed that the said notes and secu- 
rities, so divided, aud the said monies, dues, claims and demands 
so assigned as aforesaid, are to be taken as they are, at the sole 
risk of the party who shall receive them, without claim or .chal- 
lenge on the other party. And k is further agreed that the said 
State of Maine, and its officers, shall and may have and use the 
name and authority of the said Commonwealth and the proper 
officers thereof, in prosecuting and collecting any of said notes 
and securities, contracts, debts, dues, claims or demands so di- 
vided or assigned to said State, but at the sole and proper risk 
and charge of said State. 

This agreement and division is to be a full and final settle- 
ment and adjustment of all personal property, to a portion of which 
the said State, under said fourth article is or might be entitled; 
and also of all liabilities and claims for indemnification for 
which it was thereby made chargeable. Provided however, and 
it is expressly agreed, that any subsidy or annuity which, after 
the present year, shall by virtue of the Treaty heretofore made 
by the said Commonwealth with the Penobscot tribe of Indians, 
become due and payable, is not hereby adjusted or settled. 

In witness whereof, we have set our hands to this agree- 
ment in duplicate, this twenty-fifth day of May, in the year of 
our Lord, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-two.

by the Commissioners, under the Act of Separation, fyc. 



Whereas, in and by a certain act of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, passed the nineteenth day of June, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and nineteen, entitled " an 
act relating to the separation of the % District of Maine from Mas* 
sachusetts proper, and forming the same in a separate and inde- 
pendent State," it was among other things enacted that all the lands 
belonging to the Commonwealth within the District of Maine* 
should belong, the one half thereof to the said Commonwealth, 
and the other half thereof to the State to be formed within the 
said District, to be divided by Commissioners, to be appointed, 
. as in and by the same act was provided, between the respective 
States in equal shares, or moieties, in severalty, having regard to 
quantity, situation and quality : And whereas Commissioners, 
appointed pursuant to said act, have determined in part execu- 
tion of the powers vested in tbem by virtue of said act, that the 
several tracts and parcels of land hereinafter mentioned and de- 
scribed, lying at the date of said act in said District, and now 
in the State of Maine, should be divided and faolden in severalty : 

Now therefore, know all men by these presents, that we, Levi 
Lincoln, James Bridge, George Bliss, Benjamin J. Porter, Si- 
las Holman, and Daniel Rose, Esquires, Commissioners appoint- 
ed according to the provisions of the aforesaid act, have divided, 
assigned and set out in severalty, the following tracts and par- 
cels of land, to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and to the 
State of Maine, respectively, in severalty, which lie easterly of 
Penobscot river, and northerly of the north line of Bingham's 
lottery lands, so called, and in the third and fourth range of 
townships, as laid down and delineated on a certain map or plan 
made by Silas Holman and Daniel Rose, Esquires, bearing date 
December 26, A. D. 1822, transcripts of which are herewith 
Jodged in the offices of the Secretary of said Commonwealth and 
of said State, respectively, and also, particularly described in a 
Report by the said Holman and Rose, made to us, bearing date 
December 10, A. D. 1822, accompanying which report is a 
Schedule of the several surveys of the lines and boundaries made 
by order of the said Commonwealth, and by order of said Com- 
iriissioners, to wit : to the said Commonwealth : River town- 
ship number three, lying on Penobscot river, belonging to the 
third range, containing seventeen thousand and sixty-two acres; 
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township number six in said third range, containing twenty-two 
thousand two hundred and sixty-four acres $ , township number 
seven in the same range, containing twenty-three thousand and 
forty acres; township number eight in said third range, contain* 
ing twenty-three thousand and forty acres ; township number 
nine in the same range, containing twenty-three thousand and 
forty acres ; township number ten in the same range, containing 
twenty-ifive thousand eight hundred and eleven acres ; township 
number eleven in the same range, containing eight thousand 
three hundred and seventy-four acres ; river township number 
four, belonging to the fourth range of townships on the east side 
of Penobscot River, lying on Penobscot River, containing 
twenty-five thousand nine hundred and ninety-seven acres ;

range, containing twenty-nine thousand three hundred and fifty i 
one acres ; township number nine, in said second range, contain- 
ing nineteen thousand three hundred and sixty acres ; township 
number one, of said Titcomb's survey, in the second range of 
townships, on the aforesaid plan or map of said Holm an and ! 
* Rose, containing twenty-three thousand seven hundred acres, 
making in the whole, three hundred and forty-four thousand and 
fifty-three acres, which we have designated as the first division, 
and have allotted, divided and assigned the whole thereof to the 
said State of Maine ; which said two divisions we adjudge and 
determine, having regard to situation and quality, to be equal the 
one to the other. 

And we have divided and allotted the residue of the lands 
belonging to the said Commonwealth and the said State, lying in 
the seventh, eighth and ninth ranges of townships north of the 
Waldo patent, and west of Penobscot river, except the lots 
reserved for the future use of Government, into two divisions— 
the first division containing township number one, in the eighth 
range of townships north of the Waldo patent, which contains 
seventeen thousand eight hundred and thirty-one acres; township 
number seven, in the ninth range of townships north of the 
Waldo patent, containing twenty-three thousand and forty acres; 
township number four, in the said ninth range, containing twenty 
three thousand and forty acres ; half township number three, in 
the eighth range, containing eleven thousand five hundred and 
twenty acres ; also- that part of township number eight, in the 
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said ninth range, which has not been conveyed, containing four 
thousand four hundred and seventy-six acres, amounting in the 
whole to seventy-nine thousand nine hundred and seven acres,. 
which we have divided and allotted to the said State of Maine, 
to hold in severalty. 

The second division, containing township number one, in the 
seventh range of townships, north' of said Waldo patent, con- 
taining twenty-eight thousand and forty-one acres ; half township 
number six, in the ninth range of said townships, north of said 
patent, containing eleven thousand five hundred and twenty- 
acres ; township number two, in the eight range of said town- 
ships north of said patent, containing twenty-five thousand two 
hundred and twenty-five acres ; and township number four, in 
the same eighth range, containing twenty-three thousand and 
forty acres, making in the whole eighty-seven thousand eight 
hundred and twenty acres, which we have divided and allotted 
to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The above townships 
and parts of townships are delineated and described in the map 
or plan before referred to, made by said Holman and Rose, and 
their said report made to said Commissioners, bearing date the 
19th December, 1822. The said divisions having regard to 
situation and quality we adjudge to be equal the one to the other. 
And we have divided and allotted into two divisions that part 
of the nine townships of the old Indian purchase, so called, 
which has not been granted or conveyed by the Commonwealth, 
the first division to contain the lands following, lying on the 
east side of Penobscot river, to wit, number one, according to a 
plan and survey made by Park Holland, Jonathan Maynard, 
and John Chamberlain, under the direction of Salem Town, Esq. 
containing originally sixteen thousaud seven hundred and 
sixteen acres, of which three hundred and sixty-two acres have 
been conveyed, aod sixteen thousand three hundred and fifty-four 
acres remain unsold, of which thirteen hundred and sixty-seven 
-acces have been contracted to be sold by the Commissioners of 
the Land Office ; and there remained due on said contracts on 
the thirteenth day of May last, thirteen hundred and eighteen 
dollars and forty-one cents ; the said land so contracted, and 
the said contracts to be reckoned as a part of said division ; 
township number two, in said plan and survey, containing origi- 
nally twenty-one thousand six hundred and thirty-three acres, 
of which has been contracted as aforesaid, four hundred and 
eighty-nine acres ; on which contracts were due on said thir- 
teenth day of May, two hundred and forty-four dollars and sixty 
three cents, which said land so contracted, and the said contracts 
also make part of said division ; also township number four, as 
described in said map and survey, containing originally twenty- 
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eight thousand six hundred and eighty acres, of which has been 
conveyed three thousand eight hundred and sixty-one acres, and 
four hundred and eighty-two acres of the residue have been 
contracted for by said Commissioners, on which contracts there 
was due on said thirteenth day of May, four hundred and ninety 
three dollars and thirty-one cents, making. in the whole land 
unconveyed in said division, sixty-two thousand eight hundred 
and six acres, which said division we divide and allot to the Stale 
of Maine, to have all the rights and perform all the duties in 
relation to said lands contracted for, and said contracts which 
the said Commonwealth would now have, or he liable to perioral, 
if not so allotted and divided. 

The second division to contain township number one, oa the 
west side of said Penobscot river, according to the aforesaid map 
and survey, containing twenty thousand and sixty-two acres, of 
which contracts have been made by said Commissioners for 
eleven hundred and thirty-nine acres, and there was due on said 
contracts one thousand and sixty-one dollars and twenty three 
cents on said thirteenth day of May, which said contracts are to 
"be included in said division j township number two, on said map 
and survey on the west side of said Penobscot river, containing 
originally, nineteen thousand two hundred acres, of which three 
thousand acres have been granted or conveyed, and there remains 
unsold sixteen thousand two hundred acres ; also seven hundred 
acres of the lands reserved in the conveyance of township number 
three, on the west side of said river to Maine Literary Institution 
and which were not conveyed to John Bennock ; also township 
number four on said map and survey, on said west side of said 
river, containing originally twenty thousand and one hundred 
and forty-eight acres, of which sixteen thousand nine hundred 
and sixty-eight acres have been conveyed, and three thousand 
one hundred and eighty acres remain unsold, of which contracts 
have been made by said Commissioners for one hundred and 
one acres, on said contracts was due on said thirteenth day of 
May, one hundred and nine dollars and ninety-eight cents, and 
said contracts are part of said division : township number five 
on said map and survey, on the west side of said river, contain- 
ing originally eight thousand five hundred and ten acres, of 
which three thousand and fifty acres has been granted or con- 
veyed, and there remains unsold five thousand four hundred and 
sixty acres ; and also township number three, on said map and 
survey, on the east side of said river, containing originally 
twenty-four thousand seven hundred and fourteen acres, of which 
fourteen thousand five huudred and seventy-seven acres have 
been granted or conveyed, and coutracts have been made by said 
Commissioners for six thousaud and eighty-two acres, on which 
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contracts there was due on said thirteenth day' of May, six 
hundred and thirteen dollars and eighty-seven cents, making in 
the whole fifty-six thousand seven hundred and thirty nine acres; 
and in order to make this second division equal with the first, we 
have also divided and allotted the following lots in the town of 
Penobscot, in the county of Hancock, to wit, number fifty-eight, 
number sixty, number sixty-one, number sixty-two, and the parts 
of lots number seventy-five, seventy-six, seventy-nine, nine- 
ty, ninety-two; lots numbered ninety-one, number ninety-six, 
containing in the whole eleven hundred and fifty acres and one 
hundred and forty rods, which makes said division in the whole, 
fifty-seven thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine acres and one 
hundred and forty rods, which we have divided and allotted to 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, as a just and equal divi- 
sion ; the said Commonwealth to have all the rights, and be 
liable to perform all the duties which the said Commonwealth 
would have bad or been liable to, had no division of the State 
been made. And we have also made a division of the lands be- 
longing to the said Commonwealth and State, within the 
towns of Ellsworth, Surry, and Lubec, and township number 
twenty-three west of Machias, excepting a lot in Ellsworth here- 
tofore reserved for the future use of Government, in manner 
following, to wit: We have divided and allotted to the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts in severalty, the land in the town of 
Surry, containing seven thousand eight hundred and forty acres ; 
the land in the town of Lubec, containing eight thousand three 
hundred and forty-five acres ; the northerly half part of the east- 
erly half of township number twenty-three, west of Machias, the 
dividing line between the north and south half, to begin on the 
west line of Machias, at a point one hundred and twenty rods 
south of the northwest corner of said Machias, and to run west- 
erly in a parallel line with the north line of said township number 
twenty-three to the east line of Bluehill Academy lands, contain- 
ing seven thousand two hundred and ninety acres, and also in 
the town of Ellsworth, lots numbered two hundred and thirty- 
four, and number two hundred and twenty-two, excepting there- 
from so much of said last mentioned lot as is included in the 
contract made by the said Commonwealth with Charles Jarvis ; 
number two hundred and seventeen, number two hundred and 
five, number two hundred, number one hundred and seventy-five, 
number one hundred and eighty, and so much of lot number one 
hundred and eighty-three as lies southerly of Reed's Pond, so 
called ; the whole quantity estimated to be twelve hundred and four 
acres, as said lots are marked and designated upon the plan made 
and returned by said Silas Holraan, Esq. to the Commissioners, 
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containing in the whole of said division twenty-four thousand 
six hundred and seventy-nine acres And to the share of the 
said State of Maine, we have allotted and assigned in severalty 
the southerly half part of said half township number twenty-three 
west of Machias, to be divided from the northerly half part by 
the dividing line aforesaid, containing seven thousand two hond~ 
red and ninety acres, and all the lands in the town of Ellsworth, 
belonging to said Commonwealth and State, except the lots and

which said shares and divisions so made to the said Common- 
wealth and State respectively, having regard to the situation and 
quality of said lands, we do adjudge and determine to be equal 
the one to the other.

And we have 
divided and allotted to the said State of Maine, to hold in sever- 
alty the reserved lots in the several towns and townships follow- 
ing; In the county of Penobscot, in the towns of Carmel, New- 
Charlestown, Brownville, Williamsburg and Atkinson, and in 
townships number three, in the seventh range, north of the Waldo 
Patent, and number three, in the sixth range, north of said Patent, 
each containing three hundred and twenty acres, and the reserved 
lot in the half township number three in the eighth range north of 
said Patent, containing one hundred and sixty acres ; and in the 
county of Hancock, the reserved lots in number eight, and in 
the Gore adjoining Ellsworth, each containing three hundred and 
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twenty acres; and in the county of Washington, the reservation 
in township number three in the second range, west of Scboodic

To 
the said Commonwealth, we have divided and allotted all the 
lots reserved in the several tracts of land conveyed to said Wra. 
- Bingham, by the said Commonwealth, situated in the counties 
of Hancock and Washington, except that portion of said reserved 
lots in the lands conveyed to said Bingham, on the twenty-eighth 
day of January, seventeen hundred and ninety-three, by deed

And it is expressly agreed that the 
lands so divided and allotted as aforesaid, are to be taken as thejr 
now are, without any allowance for any mistake, former convey- 
ance, or defect of title whatever, and that there shall be no claim 
of either upon the other for or on account of any irregularity in 
said division, from any cause whatever.

day of December, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
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hundred and twenty-two. And whereas, in and by said act, it 
was among other things further provided that the said commis- 
sion should set off by metes and bounds, so much of any part of 
the land within the District aforesaid, falling to the said Com- 
monwealth in the division of the public lands to them to be made, 
as in their estimation should be of the val.ie of thirty thousand 
dollars, as an indemnification to the said new State, for assum- 
ing and performing all the duties and obligations ol the said 
Commonwealth towards the Indians in said District : Xhese 

E resents witness, ibat we, Levi Lincoln, James Bridge, George 
Hiss, Benjamin J. Porter, Silas Holman aud Daniel Rose, 
Esquires, Commissioners appointed according to the provisions 
of said act^ have set off, and do hereby set off, by metes and 
bounds, the following tracts or parcels of the land falling to the 
said Commonwealth in the said division, to wit : River township 
number three, in the third range, township number six, third 
range, township number seven, third range, township number 
eight, third range, township number nine, third range, township 
number ten, third range, township number eleven, third range; 
River township number four, belonging to the fourth range, 
township number six, fourth range, township number seven, 
fourth range, township number eight, fourth range, township 
number nine, fourth range ; all said townships lying east of the 
Penobscot river Township number two, in the n»nth range, 
township number three, ninth range, and that part of township 
number two, in the seventh range, not heretofore granted ; these 
three last townships lying west of said Penobscot River, and 
north of the Waldo Patent ; also township number one in the 
seventh range, half township number six, in the ninth range, 
township number two, in the eighth range, and township number 
four, in the eighth range; all said townships lying west of the 
Penobscot River, containing in the aggregate of all the lands so 
set off as aforesaid, three hundred and ninety-five thousand nine 
hundred and seventy-six acres, as said townships are laid down 
and delineated on a plan made by Silas Holman and Daniel 
Rose, Esquires, dated December the twenty-sixth, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty-two, and are 
particularly described in a report of the said Holiroan aud Rose, 
made to the Commissioners, bearing date December 19th, 1822, 
accompanying which report is a schedule of the several surveys 
of the lines and boundaries made by order of the said Common- 
wealth, and by order of said Commissioners, to which reference 
is to be had ; and the said Commissioners do set off the said lands 
by the metes and bounds of said townships as delineated upon 
the plan, and described in the report of said Holman and Rose 
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and do estimate the same to be of the value of thirty thousand 

dollars.

REPORT 

Of the Committee on the subject of a Penitentiary or 
State Prison. 



Te At Senate and Home of Representatives of Maine, 
in Legislature assembled : 

The Committee appointed in pursuance of a Resolve of 
the Legislature of Maine, passed the second day of February 
A. D. 1822, " for the purpose of collecting information and in- 
vestigating the subject of the punishment of Convicts, and the 
establishment of a State Prison or Penitentiary," respectfully 
REPORT :— That the instructions contained in that Resolve 
embrace various subjects of the most extensive concern, of the 
highest importance to the community, and such as may affect 
the life and morals, the reputation, security, and happiness of in- 
dividuals, and of the body politic. It has been made the duty 
of the Committee" to consider the effects which have in prac- 
tice, resulted from different modes and degrees of punishment." 
Upon this part of the subject, the Committee have extended their 
inquiries as far, and their examinations have been as minute and 
particular, as their time and opportunities would permit. The 
result of their investigations has been, that no mode or degree 
of punishment which has been sanctioned and practised, either 
m ancient or in modern times, whether by the more barbarous, qr 
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the most enlightened governments, have hitherto been effectual 
to prevent the commission of crimes. What particular mode or 
degree of punishment might have the most powerful effect in 
preventing the commission of crimes, or in reclaiming convicts* 
is a question, which, in the opinion .of the Committee, has never 
been satisfactorily answered, or sufficiently tested by experiment. 
Cruel and vindictive punishments have generally, if not univer- 
sally, been found to increase, rather than diminish the number 
of offenders, by exciting in the most obdurate and unprincipled, 
a spirit of retaliation and revenge, and by the difficulty which, 
in such cases, always attends procuring convictions. When the 
severity of the punishment has been greatly disproportioned to 
the character and magnitude of the offence, witnesses have tes- 
tified with extreme reluctance j jurors have manifested great un- 
willingness to convict ; and the Judges, from motives of human- 
ity, and urged by the best feelings of the human heart, have been 
sufficiently inclined to recommend the guilty culprit to mercy ; 
so that the penalty of the law has not only been frequently 
avoided, but the multiplied chances for escape, has operated as §n 
encouragement to the commission of crime. On the other hand, 
those who have hoped to reclaim or reform convicts, and pre- 
vent the commission of crimes, by mild punishments, and moral 
discipline, have been equally unsuccessful. Crimes are still 
committed ; and neither the severe corporal punishments which 
were formerly inflicted, nor any of the milder modes of punish- 
ment which have since been adopted, have had the desired effect. 
What, therefore, in practice, has been the result of the dif- 
ferent modes and degrees of punishment, the Committee deem 
it extremely difficult, if not impossible, precisely to determine- 
But no fact has been more clearly demonstrated, by the experi- 
ence of ages, than that the certainty, rather than the severity of 
punishment, has had the most extensive effect in preventing 
crime. Sanguinary punishments, such as severe corporal in- 
flictions of every description, have long since been regarded as 
repugnant to the liberal and enlightened principles of our civil 
institutions ; and abhorrent to the humane and benevolent feel" 
ings of the people of the United States ; and have, therefore, 
with few exceptions, been erased from their criminal codes ; ami 
instead thereof, the Penitentiary system has been generally 
adopted. The government and discipline observed in these In- 
stitutions, as well as the modes and degrees of punishment, in- 
flicted upon the convicts confined in them, are different, in the 
different States. No two States have, in all respects, agreedt, 
either in the construction of their State Prisons, or in the em- 
ployment or punishment of the convicted tenants of them ; and 
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in no one of the States, the Committee are constrained to say, 
have* the hopes' and expectations of the benevolent projectors 
been realized — and for obvious reasons. In most, if not in all 
the Penitentiaries, it has been attempted to unite, what must for- 
ever remain- separate and distinct, viz : deep, solemn and humil- 
iating reflections, combined with bodily exercise, and familiar 
intercourse with the most vicious and depraved of men. For a 
period the name of a State Prison appeared to excite no small 
degree of alarm in the community of the abandoned ; but of 
late, it has lost most if not all its terrors ; and instead of being a 
place, in which a convict, if he could not be reclaimed, might 
at *east be subjected to merited punishment, has become a nursu- 
ry of guilt, a school for criminal instruction, in which every spe- 
cies of vice may be, and too often has been, successfully taught. 
If any favorable impressions should be made upon the mind of 
a convict, by the solitary imprisonment which is usually made 
a part of his sentence, they will soon be lost upon his being as- 
sociated with those whose pride and boast it is, to have excelled 
iritthe craft of wickedness ; and whose delight consists in the 
anticipation of the michief which they hope and resolve to prac- 
tice, as soon as, by any means, they may effect their escape. — 
The young convict becomes astonished and charmed at what he 
conceives to be the consummate skill, ingenuity, and daring in- 
trepidity of those veterans in atrocity, whose councils he cherish- 
es, and whose examples he determines to follow ; until, if he 
feels ashamed of any thing, it is of those few faint, serious reflec- 
tions and virtuous resolutions, which he began to indulge, while 
in the solitude of his cell. Perhaps it is not too much to say, 
that for one who leaves a penitentiary with a temper and habits 
reformed, and with a disposition, in future, to support himself by 
honest industry, hundreds are discharged, much better instruct- 
ed and more firmly resolved to depredate upon society, than 
when they entered upon their course of what has been misunder- 
stood, and therefore misnamed, severe punishment. A sentence 
to labor, or even to hard labor, in a State Prison, has few 
or no terrors for those, who are insensible to shame, and who 
will not give themselves leisure for remorse. Of the place 
and the fare they have often been informed, by those who have 
experienced its harJships, its indigencies, and its gratifica- 
tions; To such, a State Prison or Penitentiary, promises more 
than it threatens. It arrests them, to be sure, in their career 
of wickedness, and abridges them, for a time, of a portion of 
their liberty — it requires of them more, and perhaps different 
labor than they would be inclined to perform — but then it en- 
sures them comfortable lodgings, a sufficiency of wholesome 
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food, and the company of those whose conversation is precise- 
ly suited to their taste, and whose society they prefer to any 
upon earth. The labor of convicts, however employed, has 
♦ turned to snail account compared with the enormous expenses at 
which Penitentiaries have been erected and supported in most of 
the States, wherein they have been established — nor has the 
mode of punishment adopted in any of them, had a \wy saluta- 
ry effect upon the convicts themselves, or in diminishing the 
number, or in altering the character of offences. 

But while the Committee are of opinion, that labor as a pun- 
ishment for crime, can never be required with any considerable 
advantage, they feel no hesitation in believing, that a Penitentia- 
ry may be $o constructed, and established upon such principles, 
and so. managed, as to prove not only the most economical, but 
the most effectual mode for the reformation of convicts, and for 
the prevention of crime, which has ever been adopted. The 
very great cost at which most of the Penitentiaries have been 
erected and finished the Committee consider worse than useless 
-—and the annual expense of supporting, guarding, and govern- 
ing them much greater than the necessary accommodation or 
safe-keeping of the convicts require. Instead of splendid costly 
edifices, whose superb exterior invites the admiring gaze of the 
beholder, who might indeed mistake them for the abodes of hix- 
ary and affluence, State Prisons should be so constructed, that 
even their aspect might be terrific, and appear like what, in fact, 
they should be, dark and comfortless abodes of guih add wretch- 
edness. The industrious and unoffending portion of the com- 
munity ought always to feel a confidence in the government which 
they support, that they shall be protected against the violence or 
fraud of the unprincipled and habitually depraved — and it is the 
indispensable duty of the government, by all practicable meas- 
aree, to check the progress of vice; to arrest the offender in bis 
career of wickedness, and to subject him to such punishment as; 
shall be . most likely to reclaim him, if he be capable of being 
reclaimed, or otherwise so to dispose of him that he shall no 
longer disturb the peace and endanger the security of the com- 
mntnty in which he shall have proved himself unworthy to live. 
The severity of punishment ought always to be graduated by the 
atrocity of his guih, who is to be made the subject of it. But it 
can have no eJ^ect iu preventing the perpetration of crime, unless* 
the fear and dread of incurring it shall be so powerful as to 
overcome the propensity or the inducement to commit the offence. 
The humanity of oor laws inflicts the punishment of death, but 
far a very few crimes ; and those few which the law has made 
oepitai, perhaps the safety of society requires should reifcafcr so.

But the perpetrators of all other crimes of an atrocious chfcraeter, 
tad such as by existing laws are punished by solitary imprison-* 
meat and hard labor, the committee respectfully recommend 
shall in future, on a first conviction, be punished by confinement 
in solitary cells, for a longer or shorter period, according to the 
character and aggravation of the offence. A plan for a State 
Prison is herewith presented, by an inspection of which it wiH 
gpjieer that the committee propose to have each convict confined 
in a separate cell, aud entirely secluded from all intercourse with 
any mortal* A well administered government never inflicts 
punishment of any kind, for purposes of revenge ; and the ulti- 
mate advantage of the offender should never be disregarded, se 
long as any reasonable hope remains that he may become a 
better man. That is the best possible mode of punishment, 
which with the least bodily suffering, is best calculated to excite 
the greatest abhorrence of guilt, and the greatest fear and dread 
of its consequences. From all the inquiry which the Committee 
haye been able to make ; from their own reasoning upon the 
principles of human nature, and the motives to human action ; 
upon the different modes and degrees of punishment, and what 
have been their effects, under various circumstances, open the 
different classes and characters of offenders, they have been led 
to the conclusion, that no mode or degree of punishment, which 
ever has been, or which ever can be adopted, is in its nature se 
well adapted to the purposes of preventing crime, and reforming 
criminals, -as close confinement in a aiknt solitary cell, in which. 
Cut off from aU hope of relief during the term for which he shall 
have beeu sentenced, the convict, shall be fernished with a ham- 
mock in which he may sleep, a block on which he may sit, and 
with such coarse, though wholesome food, as may be best suited 
to a person in a situation designe4for grief aad penitence, and 
shall jbe favored with so much light from the firmament as may 
enable hha to read the NewrTestament, which shall be given 
him as his sole companion and guide to ; a better life. Thus 
separated by the impenetrable walls of his dungeon from the 
world, and from all intercourse with any living creature, he must; 
and, from necessity lie will, commune with his own heart ; he 
will review the foUy and wickedness of his past life, and retrace 
his guilty course to the evil and malignant passions in which it 
originated. His vices and his crimes will become personified 
and appear to his frightened imagination, as the co-tenants of 
his dark and dismal cell. They will surround him as so many 
hideous spectres, and overwhelm him with horror and remorse ? 
he will bathe and detest them, as the authors of all his mental 
agony and bodily suffering ; he will be led to compare his pros* 
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tot sufferings with the gratification be derived from tbe perpetra- 
tion of the crime, which has inclosed him in a mansion, dark 
and silent as the tomb, from which all hope is excluded, except 
loch as may be suggested by the sacred volume, which anniented 
compassion has bestowed on him. And, if from the bitterness 
of remorse, be shall be directed and assisted by the light of truth, 
to regain the path of virtue ; and after his enlargement from 
prison, he shall pursue a life of honest industry, civil society 
will have regained an useful member, and the vicious will be 
deterred both by his sufieriogs and his example. They will not 
fail to observe, with fear and trembling, the effect which complete 
and uninterrupted solitude has bad upon their former companion 
in guilt ; and will shudder at the apprehension of being consign- 
ed to the narrow limits of a solitary cell. The recollection of 
the many miserable days and sleepless nights which he once 
spent there, will come over tbe mind like the dark cloud of des- 
olation and terrify and arrest the guilty in their career of outrage. 
But, if a Sonvict, who shall have been so punished, sbaH not be 
reclaimed thereby, but shall, after his enlargement from prison, 
be convicted of a similar offence, government and society are 
absolved from all obligations to adopt any further measures with 
a view to his reformation* He shall, therefore, be adjudged an 
incorrigible offender, and be sentenced to hard labor for life, or 
for years, according to tbe circumstances of his case, and tbe 
nature of the offence of which he shall have been a second or a 
third time convicted ; and while be shall be required to labor by 
day, he shall be confined by night in a solitary cell, which once 
was designed for his reformation. 

- And the Committee are of opinion that it is absolutely neces- 
sary that some very material alterations and amendments should 
be made in our criminal laws, for the more effectual punishment, 
of that very numerous class of offenders, who are daily convict- 
ed of crimes of a less atrocious character, and such as heretofore 
have been punished by fine and imprisonment in the county 
gaols. It is a fact, that a large proportion of such as have been 
convicted of petty larceny and such minor offences, and have 
been sentenced to pay a fine and costs, and to be imprisoned a 
certain number of days, have been found totally unable to pay 
either the fine or the costs of their prosecution during their 
imprisonment, and after their enlargement, are regardless of 
their liability or obligation to pay either. To such therefore, a 
fine and costs is no punishment, and a long confinement in our 
county gaols, is often regarded by them rather as a favor than a 
calamity. Many of them are vagrants, destitute of domestic 
comforts, careless of character, and too indolent to acquire an 
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honest livelihood :, and though ignorant of most things which 
ought to have been taught them, they are well instructed in the 
merciful provisions of our criminal laws; they know full well 
bow far they may venture without exposing themselves to any 
punishment, which to them would be dreadful. They have 
therefore only to steal to a small amount, and if by an unexpected 

, detection they shall not be permitted to enjoy the first fruits of 
their enterprise, they know the worst that can befal them ; they 
are sure of being accommodated with a comfortable home, 
secured from cold and hunger, where they may indulge them* 
selves in idleness, or in contriving some mode of future mischief 
which may serve hereafter to introduce them to the like well 
furnished lodgings and agreeable society ; and all these things 
they eujoy, (for it would be a perversion of language to say 
suffer,) at the expense of the industrious poor. The expense 
incurred in the prosecution, conviction and support of this class 
of offenders, is enormous ; and in being taxed for the discharge 
of this large portion of the public expenditures, it is the innocent 
part of the community who suffer by the infliction of*what the 
law intended as a punishment for the guilty. This is a very 
great grievance, which calls loudly for redress. To remedy 
which, the committee propose, that in all cases where the con- 
vict shall be sentenced to pay a fine and costs, if such fine and 
costs shall not be paid by the convict himself, or by some per- 
son on his behalf, or security given therefor to the satisfaction of 
the sheriff of the county where such conviction shall be had, 
within ten days from the time of his conviction, it shall be the 
duty of the sheriff of said county to convey such cohvict to the 
State Prison, and deliver him to the superintendent thereof, to- 
gether with a copy of his sentence, and the cost of conveying 
him from the place of his conviction to the State Prison. And 
such convict shall be required to labor within the precincts of 
said Prison, at ■ per day, until he shall have earned by his 
labor the amount of such fine and costs, together with the ad- 
ditional costs of transporting him from the place of bis convic- 
tion to the State Prison; or until such fine and costs shall be 
otherwise discharged, and the State wholly.exonerated therefrom. 
And during the confinement and labor of such convict within 
the preciacts of the State Prison, to be under the government 
and direction of the superintendent thereof, and be lodged each 
and every night during his abode therein, ip a separate cell, and 
secluded from all communication with any other person ; but 
not required to labor in the same department, or be permitted 
to have any intercourse with any one who shall have* been ad* 
judged an incorrigible offender. 
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Females and juvenile offenders, the Committee art of opinion, 
should never be confined in the State Prison ; bat for any crime 
other than capital, the sentence of the Court shall be executed 
upon females and juvenile convicts, in the cells and within the 
.precincts of the gaol of the county, where any such conviction 
shall be bad. And that all classes of convicts may in future bo 
so dealt with and punished, for all crimes and offences, which 
shall be by them committed within the jurisdiction of this State, 
agreeably to the foregoing recommendations of the Committee. 
The Committee further propose, that there shall be erected and 
built at Thomaston, in the county of Lipcpln, a State Prison 
or Penitentiary, of stone, according to the plan, which is here* 
with exhibited, which shall be under the care and direction of a 
superintendent, who shall have the government thereof, agreea- 
ble to such by-laws and regulations as shall from time to time be 
sanctioned and approved bv the Legislature of the State; and a 
Committee annually appointed by the Legislature, whose duty 
it shall be to visit the State Prison as often, and to investigate as 
far as they may think expedient, the management and policy 
thereof, and to make such report, and suggest such alterations 
and amendments as they shall judge proper or necessary. 

It is not the intention of the Committee to recommend labor 
in any case as a punishment for crime ; but so far as it may be 
found necessary to employ those who shall be adjudged incorri- 
gible, and past all hopes of reformation, and such as may be 
employed for the purpose of remunerating the State the costs 
which have been incurred by their vicious conduct. The Commit- 
tee are decidedly of opinion that stone is the material upon 
which convicts of either description may be employed, with the 
surest prospect of deriving a profit from their labor. 

The Committee have not been able to satisfy themselves 
whether the newly invented mode of punishment by the stepping 
wheel will be found advantageous ; it is now in operation in 
Europe, and in several of the United States ; its utility there- 
fore will soon be tested by experiment, and should it be found 
expedient to have recourse to this mode of punishment, it may 
be easily introduced, and well adapted to the purposes of sawing 
and polishing marble. 

The probable expenses of procuring the materials and of 
erecting a State Prison, with the necessary and convenient ap- 
pendages, and of enclosing the Prison and yard with a sufficient 
wall, according to the plan proposed, including what may be 
required to purchase a convenient site, on which the whole es- 
tablishment may be permanently founded, according to such

estimates as the Committee have been able to make, will not 
exceed the sum of thirty thousand dollars. 

The Committee farther report, that they have ascertained that 
the amount of expenses incurred in the prosecution and for the? 
support of persons charged with or convicted of crimes and of- 
fences against the State, from June 1820, to November 1822, is 
ferty**ix thousand nine hundred and thirty dollars, and eighty - 
six cents; of this sum, thirty-one thousand three hundred and 
thirty dollars, and thirty-one cents, have been paid by the State, 
and fifteen thousand six hundred dollars, and fifty-five cents, by 
the several counties. For the more particular illustration of the 
facts and the principles upon which the Committee have founded 
the foregoing report, they would respectfully refer to documents 
herewith submitted, and marked from one to fourteen.

REPORT 

OftheCommittee on the location of the Seat of Government. 

To the Senate andHouse of Representatives of the State of Maine : 
The Committee appointed in pursuance of a Resolve of this 
State, of the 8th day of February, 1822, authorising and di- 
recting them " to visit such towns as they might deem proper, 
and designate some central and suitable place at which the Seat 
of Government may be permanently fixed and established ; to 
ascertain the terms upon which a convenient lot for the accom- 
modation of the State can be obtained ; and the time when it 
will be proper for the Legislature to meet at the place thus to 
be designated ;" ask leave to REPORT :— 

That they have attended to the duty assigned them. That 
they might be enabled more correctly to determine upon the 
place, which in their opinion would be the most central and 
suitable for a permanent establishment of the Seat of Govern- 
ment ; and ascertain the terms upon which a convenient lot 
for the accommodation of the State might be obtained ; they 
have visited the following towns, vis: Portland, Brunswick, 
Hallowell, Augusta, Waterville, Belfast and Wiscasset. In each, 
of those towns, (following the directions of the before mentioned 
Resolve,) they were received by the respectable inhabitants with 
the most gratifying politeness % and in each of those towns a 
choice of very valuable lots are freely offered to the acceptance 
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of tbfe State for the purposes proposed ; each of which lots (in 
the opinion of the committee} is capable of affording not only a 
convenient, hot a very eligible site, for the erection and accom~ 
modation of all necessary public buildings. It cannot be nee* 
essary, nor perhaps is it expedient, that the committee should 
report in detail, all the arguments suggested, by situation and 
circumstances, which have been offered and urged upon the 
committee in favor of any one of the before mentioned towns, in 
preference to any other of them, or to any other place. It may 
be sufficient to observe, that the committee have endeavored to 
give every consideration its due weight They are satisfied, 
that should it be thought most expedient to establish the Seat of 
Government in any town upon the sea board, Wtscasset is 
entitled to a decided preference on account of its more central 
situation, tbe facility with which it- might be defended, in case 
of an invasion, and the safe and easy access to it by water, at 
all seasons of the year* Should it be thought most expedient 
that the Seat of Government be permanently established at some 
convenient place in the interior, the committee are unanimously 
of opinion that the site in Augusta, delineated upon a plan 
marked No. 1, accompanying the proposals offered by tbe in* 
habitants of said town, and subscribed by a committee appoint- 
ed for that purpose, is the most central and suitable place, at 
which the Seat of Government may be permanently fixed and 
established. And the committee do respectfully report, That 
the town of Augusta, in tbe county of Kennebec, be the place at 
which the Seat of Government may be permanently fixed and 
established. And that it will be proper for the Legislature to 
meet at that place, on the first Wednesday of January, which 
will be in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and
